Response to Arguments 



1 . Applicant's arguments, see amendment paper No. 9, page 9, first paragraph, 
filed 1-8-04, with respect to Broughton et al. (US 4,807,031) not teaching encoding of 
object information about the video object into the video signal, have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 2-13 and 15-16 has been 
withdrawn. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 2-13, 
15, 16 and 25-27 are allowed because, while the prior art or the prior art of record 
specifically Broughton et al. teach the limitations of the claims substantially including 
embedding of object information into the video signal, Broughton fails to teach encoding 
of object information about the video object that is selected by a user interface, into the 
video signal, of claims 2-5, 7, 10, 13 or encoding of watermark which carries information 
about the video object into the video signal of claim 15, combined with other features 
and elements of the claims.
